Mertz & Hale, in the building on Ohio 
street erected by them. 
Since the death of Dr. Hale, several 
years ago, the business has been con­ 
ducted under the name and owner­ 
ship of J. H. Mertz. Had he lived un­ 
til July 1st, next, he would have round­ 
e d out fifty years In the drug business 
in Sedalia.

A member of the Burns* detective 
agency, who located the alleged rob­ 
ber in this city, and wiio accompanied 
the Webb City officer here, remained 
until Sunday night, gathering evidence 
against the prisoner, which the de­ 
tective says Is now almost complete. 
A Harrington and Richardson 25 
automatic revolver, the same as the 
one stolen from the bank by the rob­ 
ber before he made his escape, was 
found in the room of the house near 
Postal, Mo., where the officers found 
Barri just previous to his arrest.

Pretty W arm Sun. 
If we could build up a solid column 
of ice from the earth to the sun, two 
miles and a half in diameter, span­ 
ning the intervening distance of 93,- 
000,000 miles, and if the sun should 
concentrate his entire power upon it, 
it would dissolve in a single second, 
according to the calculations made by 
Professor Young. 
The great German physicist, Helm­ 
holtz, was the first to explain satisfac­ 
torily what keeps the sun hot. 
The 
sun is not burning; it is heated to the 
glowing point, like a piece of white- 
hot iron. 
Helmholtz found that if 
we suppose the sun to be contracting 
by only 250 feet a year w’e would re­ 
ceive our present amount of heat. In 
other words, heat is being literally 
squeezed out of the sun. 
Professor 
Newcomb estimated that when the 
squeezing process has continued for 
about 7,000,000 years, the sun will be 
one-half 
its 
present 
size.—Popular 
Science Monthly.

They will be mobilized 
immediately for such service on the 
Mexican border as latof may bo as­ 
signed to them. 
Gen. Frederick Funston, command­ 
ing the border forces, will designate 
the time and place for movements of 
guardsmen to the international line 
as the occasion shall require. 
In announcing the orders, Secretary 
Baker said the state forces would be 
employed only to guard the border 
and that no additional troop move­ 
ments into Mexico were contemplated 
except in pursuit of raiders. 
Gov. Major, of Missouri, is called 
upon to furnish the following men 
from the National Guard: 
One brigade of three regiments and 
twro separate battalions and one sep­ 
arate company of infantry; one troop 
of cavalry; one battalion of field ar­ 
tillery; one company signal corps; 
one field hospital;

ambulance 
corps, which will mobilize at Nevada,

Secretary Explains Order. 
Secretary Baker issued the follow­ 
ing statement: 
“In view of the disturbed condi­ 
tions on the Mexican border, and in 
order to assure complete protection 
for all Americans, the president has 
called out substantially all the state 
militia and will send them to the 
border, wherever and as fully as Gen. 
Funston determines them to be need­ 
ed for the purpose stated.

It looks as if the democratic party 
of Texas Is reduced 
to 
passing the 
hat for funds with which to hold a 
run-off prim ary to nom inate a United 
States senator, and the fear is that 
somebody will enjoin the 
hat pass­ 
ing, savs a Jacksonville* Texas, dis­ 
patch. This is not because Texas is 
short of ready cash, ibut because of 
the ridiculous muddle in which 
last leginlature left the prim ary 
lion law after 
the 
politicians 
through doctoring it. 
The first blow was given by the 
state suprem e court, when th at body 
held, in M arrest vs. Waples, th at the 
expenses of the presidential preferen­ 
tial prim ary could not be paid for 
out of state funds. Realizing that this 
decision applied equally to the sena­ 
torial 
run-ott 
prim ary, 
which 
the 
eleetion law provided for, the state 
dem ocratic executive 
com m ittee de­ 
cided to assess the cost against the 
candidates for county offices. 
In most counties there are enough 
candidates for office to insure a sec­ 
ond prim ary in order 
to 
determ ine 
who are m ajority candidates. 
These 
candidates must dig up for their own 
run-off. 
The 
executive 
com m ittee 
seemed to think 
the 
boys wouldn’t 
object to a little extra expense, and 
lu st handed out the ukase to county 
chairm an throughout the state that 
the must call on the candidates for 
the money necessary 
to 
print the 
names of the two candidates on the 
ballot receiving the highest num ber 
if votes in the regular prim ary for 
‘he United States senate. 
It remained for Samuel S. Beene, 
candidate for justice of the peace in 
Fort Worth, to lead a revolution. He 
refused to pa ythe assessm ent, which 
he says in his petition, is $50, and 
fhen enjoined in the Forty-eighth dis­ 
trict court Paul Waples, chairman of 
•he state 
committee, 
his associate 
members and W. D. Smith, county 
chairman, from 
levying 
an assess­ 
ment on candidates 
to 
pay the ex­ 
penses of the senatorial run-off. 
Of course, the case will go to the 
vupreme court at once on an agreed 
'tatem ent of facts, but an other than 
an adverse decision to the state ex­ 
ecutive committee 
is not expected. 
In that event the em barrassm ent of 
he party authorities will be painful 
in the extreme. 
There 
will likewise 
be em barrassm ent to the candidates 
for the senate, as a plurality vote in 
ihe first prim ary 
won’t 
do 
any of 
them any good. The law is positive 
rhat the nominee must hav'» a m ajor­ 
ity of all the votes polled. There will 
he about ten candidates in the first 
primary. 
It has been intim ated to the gover­ 
nor that a special session of the leg­ 
islature is highly desirable to solve 
this problem, hut he refused to see 
it that way. W aples has got the state 
guessing as to what he will do next.
